hile the Street Performers Festival kicks off this week, mem- 
bers of the group that produces the society are wondering 
where their office will be a month from now. 

Several arts and non-profit organizations based at the McLeod 
Building downtown are about to become homeless. 

Dick Finkel, producer of the Street Performers Festival, said his 
group is stressed about the move, but is unable to do anything 
about it yet, because the staff and volunteers are putting all their 
energy into the festival. 

“Any time you have to move, it’s a pain in the neck. You have to 
pay for new telephone and letterhead. We were fortunate enough 
to have provincial help for probably about 15 years,” Finkel said. 

Although his group had been expecting the sale of the building 
at some time, it didn't receive word about the move until after the 
year’s budget had been struck. 

Similar sentiments are found throughout the building. 

“We are upset about it,” said Janie Cranfield, arts co-ordinator 
for Celebration of Women in the Arts. “It was free rent and a nice 
location, but we have anticipated this moment for some time.” 

The provincially owned building, a heritage site, is being sold to 
architect Gene Dub — a former city council.member who designed 
city hall. 

The building has been up for sale for several years and tenants 
were notified of the sale in June, Cranfield said. Groups such as 
hers, the Street Performers Festival, the Free Will Players and the 
Alberta Immigrants Help Society have until the end of August to 
find new office space.

The group is uncertain now where it will move to and has a com- 
mittee in place to locate a new space. 

Dub has an agreement to purchase the building, located at 10136 
- 100 St., and said he plans to turn the building into either a hotel or 
apartments, with retail space on the main floor 

“We're still trying to determine what's happening. We're trying to 
get a hotel in there. Whether or not that’s going to happen, we're 
not sure.” 

Dub says he won't have a better idea until the end of the month 
as to how the building is going to be used. 

Dub said housing the arts and non-profit groups is out of the 
question. 

“One of the problems with most of the groups is they are not in a 
position to pay any rent and the building, if it is improved, will cost 
several million dollars and it will be difficult to have tenants who 
cannot pay any rent.” 

The building was constructed in 1913 and regarded as the best 
example of architectural style for commercial buildings known as 
the Chicago School. It has been designated as a Heritage site. Be- 
cause of that designation the building will be fully restored and his- 
torical elements within it will be retained.

year ago, Edmonton's Fringe 
Ppresiva was on the brink of 

financial ruin. Without some 
sort of miracle, the Granddaddy of 
Canadian Fringe would die. A pub- 
lic appeal called the Angels Cam- 
paign raised $110,000 and literally 
saved the festival. 

This year, with the fund-raiser 
as a permanent fixture, things 
aren't quite as bad. But the cam- 
paign is “facing a severe shortfall” 
and Fringe Theatre Adventures 
has issued an urgent plea for quick 
assistance. Even though last year’s 
campaign gained steam and broke 
its $100,000 goal, the money came 
in too late. 

“A lot of it came in last year 
quite late and so we had to cut 
four theatre venues,” said David 
Cheoros, executive director of the 
Fringe. 

This year’s campaign has raised 
approximately $61,000. The goal is 
$100,000; the festival itself is a 
seant five weeks away and every 
penny counts. 

“We've just taken over the Arts 
Barns and we've spent very large 
amounts of money bringing it up 
to code and making it useful to 
audienees and performers,” 
Cheoros said. “We have a $1.5-mil- 
lion festival, we have a full season 
of programming for young audi- 
ences that actually is stronger than 
ever, but it all needs the money to 
continue to grow.” 

Without the financial contribu- 
tions, other choices need to be 
made. More venues could be cut, 
ticket prices could be hiked or 
admission could be charged to

enter the festival grounds. 

“One alternative was . . . to start 
to charge admission, but then we’d 
stop having the kind of festival the 
whole city can take part in. We 
have 450,000 people who come 
through here every year and by 
fencing ourselves off we lose a lot 
of the spontaneous energy that 
makes us what we are.” 

Cheoros said he’s at odds with 
himself when it comes to asking 
the public for financial help. On 
one hand, he wants each and every 
Fringe to be the biggest and best 
ever. On the other hand, he doesn’t 
want that growth, or fund-raising, 
to breed disenchantment. 

Still, the Angels Campaign will 
be around for the foreseeable 
future. While government support 
is drying up, corporate support is 
expanding and public assistance 
remains essential. Corporations 
are attracted to events that enjoy 
broad public support. Successive 
$100,000 fund-raisers by the Fringe 
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would help prop up the case fo: 
corporate sponsorships. 

Ultimately, the Fringe must b« 
careful of how much it asks of 
whom. 

“The nature of the Angels Cam- 
paign is that it is going to grow 
into something where we encour- 
age ongoing support rather than 
asking for help in getting us out of 
crisis as it was last year. I think 
each year we will end up finding 
some balance of what we need to 
make, expense targets, and what 
we feel is feasible from the cam- 
paign.” 

While the festival itself isn’t at 
risk this year, cuts can “be hidden” 
but invariably “show up in unex- 
pected ways.” With $40,000 to go 
in the campaign, Cheoros and his 
Fringe colleagues are crossing 
their fingers, hoping-cutbacks 
don’t show up in some unforeseen 
way because of a shortfall.

And Pasieka 
can sing with the best of them. Even if 
he weren't talented, it’s his money that’s 
producing the show.

Now, audiences are in for a rare 
treat of short and sweet meets 
convoluted and crazy as Lemoine’s 
Teatro La Quindicina presents two 
plays in rep. Fatty’s Big Show is 
the sequel to last year’s Teatro 
Bambino production Fatty Goes to 
College. It plays alongside Ludi- 
crous Pie!, a collection of short 
Lemoine plays. 

Truth be told, Lemoine did begin 
writing plays by putting short con- 
versations on paper. But the works 
in Ludicrous Pie! developed as 
real work, not literary doodlings. 

For years, Calgary's Alberta 
Theatre Projects issued $100 cheq- 
ues to the province’s playwrights, 
asking them to write up 10-minute 
plays with no more than, say, three 
characters, as part of ATP’s annual 
new play festival. 

So Lemoine did his duty and 
wound up with a few hundred 
bucks and a drawer full of short 


plays. 

“I had this strange collection of 
plays that have mostly been seen 
in Calgary, but not here — not all 

,” Lemoine said.

“Tt is an exercise I still use in 
playwriting classes,” he said. 

The title Ludicrous Pie! isn’t 
intended to do the job, but it nicely 
describes the collection of seven 
short plays, one of which is actual- 
ly called Ludicrous Pie! 

Each play is written and direct- 
ed by Lemoine and features Jeff 
Haslam, Davina Stewart and Barb- 
ara Gates Wilson. 

“They move along fairly quick- 
ly,” Lemoine said of the pieces. 
“Even the set changes will be 
entertaining.” 

The second show, Fatty’s Big 
Show, allowed Lemoine the luxury 
of having a character in a play 
write a play. 

“It’s nice to sort of attribute the 
dialogue to someone else’s imagi- 
nation. It makes you question their 
sanity,” he said.

ordy Walker insists at least one 
member of Big Fish Eat Little 
Fish has been thinking. In a dis- 

tinctly Canadian musical action, 
bassist Adam Fogo once rigged a 
drum machine to a hockey stick so 
the snare sound could be triggered 
more easily. Another time, he con- 
sidered seeking a patent for a pair 
of off-road inline skates. 

“We'll have some crafty instru- 
ments at our show,” Walker pro- 
mised of the band’s gigs Friday and 
Saturday at Edmonton's Crazy Fox 
(5552 Calgary Trail South). 

But from the sound of the 
group’s sophomore independent 
CD Smell, Walker and songwriting 
partner Corwin Fox have been 
thinking just as much as Fogo. The 
evocative, jazz-influenced songs on 
Smell are a step aside from your 
run-of-the-mill guitar-driven pop or 
thrash of many small-time touring 
Canadian bands. Though the 
arrangements are sometimes a tri- 
fle simplistic, the songwriting and 
some of the vocals are reminiscent 
of They Might Be Giants, minus the 


nov- 
elty act feel. 

It also must have 
taken some thinking to come up 
with the packaging for the new CD. 
It comes wrapped in cereal-board, 
with a hand-crafted silkscreen 
image on the cover and intriguing 
stylized drawings on the liner 
notes. And holding it all together is 
a ribbon of fabric smelling distinct- 
ly of garlic. (Hence the CD's title — 
there’s no actual title printed on 
the cover, but the title is implied.) 

“The smell of garlic, oddly 
enough, is so much a part of what 
are, that we felt this was the best 
way to describe the music on the 
CD. We were eating so much garlic 
when we were recording it. Non- 
stop, everyday,” said Walker. 
“Now, when we're driving in the 
van, we'll pop a clove of garlic to 
keep us going.

Terence's tantric sex

have about as much tolerance for romance movies 
|- especially so-called “romantic comedies” — as I 
have for repeated sharp blows to the head. Cutesy 
young couples have their little problems and their little 
crises, get fed up with each other, and some 11th-hour 
miracle (a serenade? Chance meeting in an elevator? 
Near-death experience?) reconciles them. After a sto- 
rybook wedding which must cost more than most peo- 
ple make in two years, they live happily ever after. 

Not only does Bliss, from first-time film-maker 
Lance Young, avoid all these traps, it actively attacks 
them. 

Tronically, Bliss opens in a flurry of romantic-come- 
dy conventions: bride and groom on their way to the 
wedding chapel, each having their prenuptial jitters. 
Joseph (Craig Sheffer) counting off his blushing bride- 
to-be’s little quirks (“She cleans the house twice a day 
on her day off”) and Maria (Sheryl Lee) getting cutely 
sick. With the addition of the requisite wise-crackin’, 
plain-talkin’ best friend (complete with Noo Yawk 
accent), my anti-crap alarm system was going full tilt. 

Following the nuptials, however, everything 
changes. What we get in Bliss is a denunciation of 
those romantic-comedy conventions. People aren’t 
obsessive or neurotic or otherwise dysfunctional be- 
cause that’s “just the way they are”; they’re messed up 
because bad things have damaged them and it’s nei- 
ther cute nor “quirky.” Bliss follows the tortuous road 
of Joseph and Maria as they attempt to heal them- 
selves and each other, along the way discovering the 
immense destructive and restorative powers of sex. 








Incidentally, they also discover love. 

Director Young (who also wrote the screenplay) 
makes a sure, skilful début. His direction is emotional- 
ly expressive yet subtle, giving us a visual feeling of 
what the characters are going through without resort- 
ing to gooney camera tricks or extreme close-ups. Set 
design, lighting design and scoring are all bang-on and 
Young's script is genuinely human. 

The performances as well rise to the challenge of 
this difficult emotional story. Sheffer and Lee really 
make it happen on screen. “Chemistry” is sort of an 
overused term, but these two have an entire science 
lab going on and not only during the (excellent) love 
scenes. 

But it’s Terence Stamp as controversial Tantric sex 
therapist Baltazar Vincenza who gives Bliss its mysti- 
cal, erotic tone. You may remember Stamp as the 
faded transsexual Bernadette in The Adventures of 
Priscilla, Queen of the Desert. You may also remem- 
ber him as Kryptonian bad-ass General Zod in the 
Superman flicks. Either way, be prepared for some- 
thing completely different in Bliss. As Baltazar, Stamp 
hearkens back to the days of Victorian orientalists: 
part continental refinement, part eastern mysticism. 

It is Baltazar who becomes a sort of sexual Yoda for 
the formerly wham-bam Joseph, teaching him how to 
properly wield his lightsaber, so to speak. Let’s just 
say that this review wasn’t the only reason I was tak- 
ing notes: All in all, a really good movie: tightly direct- 
ed, well-written and superbly cast. Best of all, not a 
hint of that delightful Meg Ryan anywhere.

Women ponder surgical sculpting

omen don’t tend to check out each other's labia in 
the locker room. Perhaps that’s because we're less 
concerned with the size and shape of things down 
there than guys are. 

Well, that’s changing. 

Dr. Robert H. Stubbs, a cosmetic surgeon in Toronto, 
offers labia reductions and female circumcisions. 
Before you get your knickers in a knot, the procedure is 
approved by the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
and requested by women. 

“The words ‘female circumcision’ create all kinds of 
confusion and adverse reaction in the West because of 
increased awareness of the practice of female genital 
mutilation in certain cultures,” says Stubbs. “But female 
circumcision is not the correct term for something like 
clitoradectomies where the entire clitoris is cut off. I go 
to great lengths to protect the clitoris.” 

Thank God for that. 

What Stubbs does do is trim down the labia minora 
on women who feel they have an excess. The labia 
minora extend up over the clitoris to form the clitoral 
hood and are analogous to the male foreskin. If the 
excess also extends over 
the clitoral hood, trimming 
it is technically called a 
female circumcision — a 
term that makes people 
very nervous. “When I 
started doing the proce- 
dure,” says Stubbs, “I 
wanted to make sure I 
wouldn't have my license 
removed, so I wrote the 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons (the body 
that licenses him) 
and included pic- 
tures of what I 
was 
doing: 
that is, 
shorten- 
ing the 


labia minora up 
around the clitoris — technically a female circumcision. 

“The lawyer/doctor at the college was flabbergasted 
but they acknowledged that what I was doing was 
appropriate.” 

Stubbs, I kid you not, is best known for a specialized 
penile-augmentation technique that he learned from — 
get this — Dr. Long in China. He wasn’t aware genital 
shape and size could also be a female obsession until 
1986 when a woman concerned about the size of her 
labia showed up at a public clinic where he worked. 
Now labia reduction has become a standard procedure 
at the Cosmetic Surgicentre, Stubbs’ private clinic. —

performed surgery on about eight or nine of them,” he
